The schools in the village have naturally come more frequently and 
fully under my observation. It gives me great pleasure to say that 
they have been well governed and instructed. . 

I feel that I ought to speak in especiait commendation of the Hite 
pervading our High School. The manliness, the lady-like character, 
the orderly, studious deportinent apparent among its scholars, with 


‘scarcely any excepticn, entitle it to high praise and make it an exam- 
' ple to the other schools. I must expressly disclaim all intention of 
discriminating in the slightest degree between the Yeachers in these 
various schools, in saying this; they have each labored too ably 
and successfully in their respective departments to make any such 
discrimination possible for me. 


~ 
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l need offer no other tribute to their fidelity and success, than to 
express the earnest wish that their services might be secured for the 
eoming year. The principle of rotation in office, however well it 
may be’thought to work in political affairs, is hardly applicable to 
our system of schools. The object here should be not to provide 
a place for some one’s cousin or friend, but a competent and suitable 
teacher for the place. Could the position of a tried and successful 
teacher be made permanent, some very important advantages would 
be gained. The best class of teachers would be more certainly se- 
cured. ‘They would naturally be more interested and stimulated in 
their work. The scholars would learn to appreciate and value 
them more highly. Our schools would be spared much of the dis- 
organization and loss of time unavoidable in a frequent change of 
teachers. 

The very large attendance of our citizens upon the Teacher’s In- 
stitute recently held in this place, and the deep interest’ manifested 
throughout its exercises, offered gratifying proof that our system of 
Public Schools and all measures having in view their elevation and 
improvement are rightly appreciated in this community. It is mat- 
ter of congratulation to them, and indeed to all who have at heart the 
welfare and honor of our beloved State, that though late, she has at 
last placed herself in her true position among the sisterhood of states, 
regarding the interests of education. Her college has done its part 
in furnishing to the country. and the world a full proportion of those 
of'whom she has no occasion to be ashamed. 

Her Academies and High Schools have been second to few in doing 
their part of this work. But there has been a.want long felt of a 
Seminary for training her own teachers. Happily it is now supplied. 

In a few weeks. the State Normal School will go into operation at 
Plymouth. Delightfully located in the geographical centre of the 
State, on its most picturesque river, in one of its fairest valleys and 
pleasantest villages—wisely planned—its expenses placed upon the 
most moderate scale, it offers rare attractions to all who design to 
fit themselves for the Teacher’s noble work. Let us direct to it the 
brightest and most promising of our young people. ‘Can we not 
send some from our own community to enjoy its advantages? Let 
us do all in our power by effort and influence to make it unsurpassed 


‘by any similar institution in its work of educating those who shall 


educate others, who shall train our children into noble men and 
women, the true glory and hope of a State. 
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Our State, though small in territory, rough in surface, and some- 
what hard in soil, has not been unknown for her work and influenee in 
the past. She has done that work and exerted that influence in a 
great degree, as a training school of men—an educator of minds. 

“Men are the fruit her ragged soil supplies 
And miods are ripened ’neath her northern skies.” 

Let it be our care that her educational advantages be so enlarged 

and improved that she lose nothing of her old power and renown.
